TORONTO (CUP) - The Daily Ryersonian is still coming out despite the resignation of its nine- 
feen-mon editorial staff following a decision by the Ryerson Polyteehnical Institute Administra- 
tion to assume editorial control of the paper.

The staff, led by Editor-in- 
Chief Lcn Coatcs, resigned Sun- 
day when a new masthead appear- 
ed in the paper, designed by the 
Department of Journalism and 
stating thai ttie newspaper is put 
out "under staff supervision." 

It also listed E. U. Schrader, 
head of the Journalism Depart- 
ment, as publisher and Lioyd 
Loclchart, a professional journal- 
ist, as /{managing editor. The 
changes were prompted by ad- 
verse comment from two mem- 
bers of the Institute's Board of 
Governors, Schrader said. 

Lockhart said yesterday that 
the paper was now being prod- 
uced by the two professional and 
eight student members of the 
staff. They were now looking for 
a new masthead staff. 

The staff members who had 
resigned would continue working 
for the paper, Lockhart said. 



Confucius at root of conflict 



Professor Derk Bodde told 
idea of the superiority of the 
between western and Chinese 

The professor of Chinese stu- 
dies at the University of Penn-; 
sylvania said there was "a long 
tradition of superior government 
and culture in China" which was 
followed In more recent times by 
a "brief period of humiliation 
and persecution by western 
powers". This has now reverted 
to the idea of a powerful China. 

"As a result," he said, "most 
Chinese arc proud of their gov- 
ernment even if they arc not 
Communists or don't understand 
Communism." 

He explained the old system 
of 'mandarin' government in 
which the governing body is com- 
posed of persons who have to 
pass spedalbeed examinations to 
qualify for their positions. 

He quoted the Confucian say- 
ing: "The people may be caused 
to follow a course of action but 
not to know the reason why." 
Therefore old China valued the 
system in which the governing 
elite was chosen for its intèllec- 
tual capacity. 

Although the emphasis was not 
on inherited government, he said, 
the emperor was a member of a 
current dynasty and inherited his 
position. However, the Chinese 
realized that "since he inherited 
his position he could not always 
be perfect and it was therefore 
necessary to have his subordi- 
nates selected objectively.*^ .

The expulsion was motivated 
by the suspicion that Lockhart 
had editorial control. When this 
was made official, the resigna, 
tiens followed. 

It was the intention of the 
original masthead staff to put out 
an independent student news- 
paper with the backing of the 
Students' Council, which demand- 
ed from the Administration that 
part of the students' fees which 
went to run the Dally Rytrsonian.

subsequently submitted a letter 
to the Dean explained theh: com- 
plaints. 

Dean Cohen explained, how- 
ever, that some confusion result- 
ed from the shifting of lecture 
sites whila the new Law Buildhig ,. 
is under construction. The' oSn^ 
fusion led to the cancellation of 
some lectures. 

Although the situation has now 
been clarified, the class has 
formed a committee to draft any 
future grievances which may 
develop. The committee could act 
as a liaison between the students 
: and the Administration. 



The Students' Council is call- 
ing for a boycott of the- Dally 
Ryersonian, asking their own 
students not to read it and other 
campuses to cancel their 'subs- 
criptions. 

Canadian Union of Students 
President Doug Ward asked stu- 
dents' council presidents to write 
to thé Principal of the Institute 
requesting the return of students 
funds invested in the paper. 

In a statement. Ward said : "If 
we wish to maintahi the prestige 
that our student press has in the 
world student movement, then it 
is up to all of us to fight en- 
croachments on that principle 
whenever and wherever they oc- 
cur." 

On Tuesday, Coates charged 
that the Dally Ryarsenlan was 
being brought under Adminis- 
tration control to prevent the 
paper from "embarrassing" On- 
tario Minister of Education Wil- 
liam Davis. The paper had been 
critical of the controversial On- 
tario Students Award scheme. 

F. C. Jorgenson, Principal of 
the Institute, denied that there 
was any connection between 
Davis's* probable embarrassment 
and the Administration's decision 
to give Lockhart final say "In 
matters of taste". 

Robertson reveals 
new building plans

Speaking at the annual assem- 
bly of Macdonald College, Dr.

'Thc 'Mncipal said that this 
building program would be cen- 
tred around Macdonald, "with 
the enlargement, of education, 
the addition, of. alfaeulty, of Arts

He warned that support would 
., come slowly, but would come

opinion and pressure. 

He also warned, that "it is

What happened to the referendum? 

There was an open meeting last week 
where it was decided that the question of 
which national student union, if any, 
McGill should belong to would be decided 
on the same day as the SC elections. This 



decision may have only been an amend- 
ment, but it was passed, so it does express 
the desires of the people at the meeting. 

The meeting might have decided the 
wording of the referendum, but when 
people were permitted to speak twice on 
such issues as whether or not the Mickey 
Mouse Club should appear on the ballot 
any chance of getting anything done dis- 
appeared. 



As this newspaper noted before the 
meeting, Council need not be bound by 
results. However, it seems fair to say that 
they ore bound to present the choice to 
campus, and to present it before spring 
exams. 

Drawing out the old Daily-Council feud 
and letting open meetings dissolve into 
non-eyents indicates a wish to avoid the 
issue. But the campus should tolerate wish 
fulfilment on the part of the Council and 
their Executive only so far. The External 
Vice President recommended this referen- 
dum. It seems that he at least should make 
an effort to see it reach fruition. 

We could see all this as a filibustering 
move to put off the question so long that 
whatever is decided noisffecHve action will 
be possible this year. We could, but we 
don't want to. 

It looks as if Council will meet again on 
the sixteenth of this month. With SC elec- 
tions on the thirtieth this will be the last 
chance for Council to comply with the 
v/ishes of the open meeting.

The Move 
So Smooth 

Dear Sir, 

Some very disturbine facts 
have come to my attention : 

1) A number of students arc 
being tried on a charge of ob- 
jectionable and obscene be. 
liavior arising out of incidents 
occurring in ttie University Cen- 
tre lounge. In ttic one case 
witti which I am familiar, a male 
student's actions of putting his 
arm around a girl and occasion- 
ally putting his lips to her cheek 
were termed oliscene. ~ 

2) These students are having 
to appear before the Discipline 
Committee which is appointed 
by the Students' Council. It 
states clearly in the Constitution 
that this committee has the 
right to summon, hear and dis- 
cipline any member of the Stu- 
dents' Society for an offense 
against the rules and regulations 
of the University or Students' 
Society. Now nowhere in any of 
the rules of the University or 
Students' Society Is there any 
mention of student t)chavior 
whether it be objectionable or 
not. That is, these students are 
twing tried for violating a law 
that doesn't even exist. 

3) The members of this Dis- 
cipline Committee are aware 
of #2 but state that there are 
civil and criminal laws govern- 
ing behavior, and therefore 
they are within tlieir bounds. 
That is, they have the audacity 
to believe that they are a legal 
court whose duties are to im. 
plement Federal and Provincial 
laws. 

4) Even if there was a law in 
the University governing I>e- 
havior there does exist a law 
stating that students must be 
asked to appear before the 
Committee within four days 
after the offence. This law has 
been disregarded because these 
students are being asiced to wait 
about two weeks. 

9) Mr. Jones, the building 
superintendent, has either taken 
it upon himself or has been 
told to determine what 'actions- 



are objectionable and obscene 
and what aren't and therefore 
who will have to appear before 
the Discipline Committee. What 
right docs Mr. Jones have to 
make such a decision 7 

6) I was present at one of 
these hearings and noted that 
Mr. Jones' statements were con- 
tradictory, very vague and gen- 
erally irrelevant. He even re- 
fused to describe exactly what 
the accused person had been 
doing. 

7) When the accused was 
talking describing what he did, 
members of this Committee 
giggled and made motions as 
if playing a violin. 

8) After the case had been 
heard Mr. Arnold Aberman ad- 
mitted that he didn't really care 
about students' conduct in the 
Union but said "We are out to 
get the Daily." I can only as- 
sume that his "we" refers to 
members of the Students' 
Council Executive Committee 
of which he is also a member. 
This statement admits blatantly 
that the Council is only calling 
the Daily's recent policy state- 
ment unacceptable as an excuse 
to gain complete control over 
the Daily. 

The Discipline Committee has 
not as yet made public what 
disciplinary measures will be 
taken against the accused stu- 
dents but this is really irrele- 
vant. These trials are illegal 
and unconstitutional and the 
over -all behavior of the exe- 
cutives- involved is what one 
would expect} tp^flndj in a total- 
itarian goveninient^'Tlïëse facts 
show that this year's executive 
staff believe that they have the 
right to make their own laws 
on the spot and disregard any 
that may . stand in the way of 
their^Ule^l,actions. I call upon 
all McGill students — something 
must be done immediately, the 
situation is already out of hand.

So Quiet 

Dear Sir, 

The "Quebec Quiet Revolu- 
tion" has started on such 
grounds, under siich condi- 
. tions,.and has. such a momen- 



tum that It is not going to 
stop. 

In fact, it is still going, and 
increasing in intensity. But now 
that the phase of national sur- 
vival and self-affirmation is 
over, a new phase is coming: 
one of building up a "French 
environment". And this phase 
will mean, inter alia, the end 
of an intolerable situation: the 
unilingualism of English-speak- 
ing Quebecers. 

If there is a debate, one is 
sure to see it coming very 
soon in Quebec. If there is an 
issue the McGill community 
should ■ envisage it right 
now, it is the possibility of a 
untlingual Quebec, as the only 
effective way to bring about 
an environment that is cul- 
turally decent and favorable in 
the only place in the world 
where the national group of 
French-Canadians can ever feel 
at home and "être maître chez 
lui". 

A French ent7tronment is 
not a hard concept to under- 
stand: it refers to a situation 
of facts where French Cana- 
dians can live, work, play, de- 
velop in French and only In 
French. And it is legitimate 
for all national groups to 
have at least one place In the 
world where this can bé done. 
It means, Inter alia, that- the 
things the French see around 
them are French and in' 
French, it means that they 
can express themselves in 
their language and be fully 
understood by all Quebecers. 
Such an environment Is far 
away to be a step in-wards. As 
a matter of fact, everybody 
knows that the French Cana- 
dians arej^patlent itoj step •; in : 
on iivternationai^aaai^^ 
in a creative manner, - the 
building up of - a "Mother 
Country", of . a place where 
one Is at home and can leave 
for the time being and come 
back with pleasure. It is the 
building up of a "French mi- 
lieu" where the French cul- 
ture can develop more easily 
and more strictly, to be then . 

• '.Vi 



more able to positively Inter- 
react with other cultural 
streams. 

And those things are not 
things you pray for. Once you 
realize your self-affirmation, 
those are things you take and. 
If there b any obstacle, you 
crush It. 

And one obstacle to crush 
is the unilingualism of English 
speaking Quebecers. It is ob- 
vious that a factual . situation 
by which a part of the Quebec 
population cannot speak French 
is an obstacle in the building 
of a French environment. 
(How come bilingualism has 
always been only one way, 
even in Quebec?). Of course, 
there will be no need for a 
declaration of unilingualism 
if the English speaking Que- 
becers would speak French. , 
But this presupposes an open- , 
mindedness .and an under- 
standing of Quebec that was not 
in the cultural patrimony of 
the English . speaking commun- 
ity of Quebec . . . so far. They 
have to be forced to under- 
stand. And there are not two 
ways to do it. 

There Is, of course, the 
matter of the constitutionally 
ffuaronteed rights. I don't 
think this- will have any poli- 
tical weight when the political 
decision will be taken. Is 
there a better way to demon-' 
strate to the French masses 
what funny constitution we 
have, that protect only " one . 
minority? Is there a better 
way to strengthen a feeling 
that Quebec has always been 
the constitutional loser and 
that she better go on her own 
way now? Besides, what rights 
are protected? That English 
can be spoken before the leg- 
islature and the courts and be 
there official, plus some edu- 
cational ; rights. We can have 
a situation where none of 
those rights would be touched 
while having a uniUngual Que- 
bec: you just say that where- 
ever English is used, French 
can also be used and should 
be also used and wherever 
French Is used It could be 
enough , (re signs In Montreal 



for Instance). There are many 
French Canadians who are 
asking for French minorities 
"equivalent rights" and who 
are ' going to -bargain it on a 
strict basis. What they want 
Is an extension to other min- 
orities of rights conferred 
upon the Quebec one. They 
don't even mean to infringe 
upon the "human rights' which 
can be Involved. Quebec is too 
sensibilized to "human rights" 
to embark upon the same 
quasl-genocide that English 
speaking provincial govern- 
ments of Manitoba, Ontario 
and New Brunswick, have em- 
barked upon against French 
minorities. But ~ they might 
very well r; succeed to turn the 
population'^ on their side . on 
the matter of constitutionally 
guaranteed rights and create 
pressure for strict reciprocity 
now, or nothing at slL^They 
have no chances to iuiecenl,'' 
and there will be then no 
need. If such reciprocity is 
given, or even If at least the 
basic human rights of French 
minorities are finally res^ 
pected. 

Unilingualism is .iar jwwff^ ^- 
be the most desinble^fïnSm^ 
but it is the only legitimate 
one to achieve a legitimate 
goal; unless, of. course, a mi- 
racle happens . and . end for- 
ever the Intolerable situation 
of Quebecers ignorant of 
French.
